Report of School Board 


REMARKS 


At the time of settlement, seven of our schools were 
open. We will have an average of 34 weeks for all our 
schools, which is the average for the state. Our average 
attendance for the past year fell off from the year before. 

We want to impress on the minds of the people, who 
send children, the necessity of their having them in school 
every day and having them on time in the morning 

We think if the parents visited the schools more and 
saw for themselves how things were going, they could bet- 
ter appreciate the teachers that we have been able to se- 
cure. (We notice that most of the comments come from 
people that do not visit our schools. 

Our state superintendent visited eight of our schools 
October 27th, and since that time we have jacketed six of 
our stoves and expect, before next fall, to have every stove 
jacketed in our schools. 

The following is a general report from H.. C. Morrison, 
State Superindendent: 

“T want to congratulate the school board and the citi. 
zens of Weare on a system of rural] schools which is very 
much above the ordinary. There is plenty of room for im- 
provement still, but it is an unusual thing for me to find 
country schools, so many of them, showing such marks of 
diligent attention on the part of the governing authorities 
of the district. It is a great satisfaction. 

“T perceive that the policy of the board and the citi- 
zens has been to do as much as possible each year in the 
direction of continued improvement in the buildings. This 
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is a wise and sane policy. The only modification that I can 
suggest is that some immediate attention be given in sev- 
eral of the schools to the closets. 

“I was pleased in each school to see a clock and, in all 
but one, a piano or organ. Whether these musical instru 
ments are used or not, I did not inquire. It was a good. 
sign to see them there. 

“T wish to’suggest that some of the citizens, perhaps 
some organization of ladies in town, might like to take up 
the matter of providing for each building a few good _ pho- 
tographs for the walls. I found some, More are needed. 
Avoid having too many. The ordinary schoolroom will 
rarely stand more than four. 

“TY found the teaching force of good qual pe and, 
some cases, excellent.”

Superintendent’s Report 


To the School Board af the Town of Weare. 


GENTLEMEN :—I submit the following report with rec- 
ommendations: : 


GENERAL CONDITIONS 


The work of the Weare schools this past year has on 
the whole been very satisfactory. 

The teaching corps is all that we have a right to expect 
from salaries paid and for the most part ts doing good work. 
The result of the eighth grade examinations, given last 
June, were not satisfactory, except in one school. 

This was no reflection upon the teachers then in charge, 
who were not responsible for previous work. I am inter- 
ested in following the work of that grade particularly this 
year and have reason to expect better results than last 
year. 

Perfectly satisfactory results in the eighth grade can 
never be secured exeept by obtaining satisfactory results in 
the lower grades. Teachers are frequently reminded of 
this, and I feel that the work of the lower grades has been 
stronger this year than last. 

Parents often express their dissatisfaction of the prog- 
ress made by their children. They have a sort of indefinite 
idea as to what their children should know and be able to do. 

I am convinced that the kind of training the parents ex- 
pect and desire their children to get, can be secured only by 
having fewer schools and grading those you have on the 
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plan of the East Weare school. It is but reasonable to 
suppose that the average teacher, who has but three or pos- 
sibly four grades to teach, can do better work with them 
than the average teacher who has seven and eight grades 
to teach. I think we havea right to expect and demand 
more from the teacher having the fewer grades. 

Your school buildings, for the most part, are in good 
condition, though not meeting requirements in all respects. 

The equipment of books, supplies, maps and_black- 
boards is good. Text books and supplimentary reading 
matter are, however, still far from adequate. 

In general, Weare has reason to be proud of the con- 
ditions of its schools. 


REPAIRS 


Your policy of applying a certain amount each year to 
keep the school buildings in repair, is an excellent one. I 
trust this year you will provide for painting the interior 
of some of the buildings, to make them a little more cheer- 
ful and homelike. Sugar Hill, Buxton and Riverdale 
houses especially need attention in this respect. Rockland 
and Number One District also, if those schools are to be 
kept open. 


BOOKS AND SUPPLIES 


The amount of supplies needed for next year will be 
about the same as for this year. For text books we shall 
need, as usual, to replace some worn out or too filthy for 
use and in addition, we shall need a new set of Physiolo- 
gies and some new “ Beginners’ Histories.’’ There is still 
need of more supplimentary reading. Two new flags will 
be needed. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS 


To fully meet requirements, school buildings should 
be equipped with adjustable seats and desks. The light 
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should come from the left and rear only, and the amount 
of light should be in proportion of one foot of window space 
to six of floor space, or better still, one to five. Each room 
should have a good heating and ventilating system. For 
an inexpensive one, the jacketed stove is recommended. 

Blackboards should all be slate. Closets should be 
sanitary in every respect and so connected with the main 
school building that children need not go out of doors to 
get to them. A properly covered drinking receptacle 
should be furnished and individual drinking cups insisted 
upon. School rooms must be kept neat and sanitary and 
made as bright and cheerful as possible. 

How near do the Weare school houses approach these 
requirements? You have begun to equip your schools 
with adjustable seats, all your recent purchases being of this 
kind. The East Weare and Center schools are now 
equipped with them, - 

The East Weare schools are the only ones properly 
lighted and in these perhaps the amount of light is not sut- 
ficient. Very little expense would make all the buildings 
right in this respect.’ . 

You have this year niirchaseeme six galvanized iron jack- 
ets for the stoves and arranged for fresh air and good ven- 
tilation in as many school rooms. All those installed are 
working nicely, and I congratulate you and the town that 
so much has been done along this line this year. 

Seven of the schools have one or more slate black- 
boards. Most of them have proper drinking receptacles 
and individual cups. 

None of the schools have as bright and cheerful an ap- 


pearance as they would have if painted with a properly 
colored paint. 


Only two of the buildings have closets that can be en- 
tered without going out of doors, and one of these is en- 
tirely unsanitary in its arrangement. | 

I mention these thing merely to sum up what has 
been done and what remains to be done, that it may assist 
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you somewhat in making your estimate as to what you will 
do this next year. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


I recommend: That each year some one school house 
be equipped with adjustable seats and desks, until all are so 
furnished. That as many windows be changed each year 
as repair money will permit, until all the schools are re- 
ceiving the proper amount of light and from the right di- 
rection. That the interior walls of ‘school buildings be 
painted or papered grayish green in color and wood work 
some light color to harmonize with the walls. That those 
school houses without any slate blackboards be equipped 
next year with at least one. That action be taken, as soon 
as possible, to put the closets in neat and sanitary condi- 
tion and, as many as possible this year, be made to comply 
with state requirements. 

I believe much good could be accomplished, valuable 
information disseminated and a live interest in educational 
matters created by the organization of a “ Parent-Teachers’ 
Association.” I recommend to you and to the citizens 
that an effort be made to organize such an association this 
year, 

I rcommend, that wherever the number of children re- 
maining in the school houses to dinner would warrant it, 
that provision be made, during the winter months, for serv- 
ing something hot with the lunch brought from home. The 
North Weare and Friends schools already are equipped for 
this. The expense would be small; the benefit great. 

I recommend, that in hiring teachers, we give prefer- 
ence to Normal graduates and those holding state certifi- 
cates. First, because we have reason to believe that they 
are better fitted for the work and second, because it is a 
good business proposition to do so. 

As soon as possible another week should be added to 
the school year. I believe such action would receive the 
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sanction of the voters, and it would help in securing bet- 
ter teachers to come here, as the longer school year would 
mean more salary. 

I recommend the establishing of graded schools, like 
the one at East Weare, at North Weare, South Weare and 
the Center. The buildings at these places are sufficiently 
large to do this without further additition to them and 
therefore at little cost. I recommend this, because it is 
undoubtedly the right thing to do to secure the most effi- 
cient teaching and consequent results. 


CONCLUSION 

There never was atime when so much attention was be 
ing given to the wellfare of country schools as now. The 
state of New Hampshire is among the leaders in this mat- 
ter. Weare has certainly shown a disposition to keep up 
with the progressive ideas in educational matters and, so 
far as its finances would permit, to carry out the sugges- 
tions of the State Department of Education. I am sure 
it will continue to do so under such managers as [I have 
found you as a Board to be.
